Wither CW? 


In this issue there is an article in the Packet Pieces 
column about MARS doing away with CW. Not long ago, 
another similar article was published here from the Coast 
Guard announcing that they were discontinuing CW 
operations. The reasons include more effective 
communications ability with digital technology, satellites, and 
so on. It’s one thing for amateurs to debate the merits of 
CW amongst ourselves, but when such "heavy-weights" decide 
CW is not worth maintaining, we need to step back and take 
another look. 

It has been suggested that continuing to require 

_proficiency in an obsolete mode (CW) makes us look 
"backward" and not worthy of as much spectrum as we have. 
I’m not prepared to say this is true, but it shouldn’t be 
dismissed either. 

Debates on this topic hive raged over the packet 
network and amateur news-groups on the internet. Some 
amateurs have no use for CW, others use nothing but CW. 
The basic opposing arguments seem to boil down to two 
camps: 

1) CW proficiency testing should remain a 

- requirement for amateur radio. This mode is one of the 
most efficient there are. Also, requiring CW proficiency will 
help weed out those who don't really care about amateur 
radio and only want another form of CB. 

2) CWis fine for those who enjoy it, but proficiency 
in CW should not be required any more than other modes. 
CW is a primitive form of communication, new methods 
and technology will come from digital advancements or 
other modes, not CW. Besides, if you want to maintain 
technical standards of amateurs, then improve the written 
tests. 


According to some messages and bulletins, it seems 
the ARRL and FCC favor maintaining the CW requirements. 
Evidently, the FCC favors it because of existing international 
agreements. This however may change, some countries are 
proposing that the old CW _ requirements be 
changed/dropped. The ARRL seems to be composed mostly 
of those from camp 1 (above). I’ve seen charges from people 
in camp 2 accuse the camp 1 folks of hanging on to CW as 
an "old boys" network or as sour-grapes (i.e. I had to learn it, 
so should you). People in camp 1 have charged the camp 2 
folks with wanting things handed to them too easily and of 
abandoning an efficient mode. 

These debates on CW have been going on for years 
and probably will continue for years to come. Whichever 
side you find yourself on, one thing seems certain: as long as 
there are people who enjoy using CW, it will remain whether 
tested for or not. 


That’s my two cents worth. Anyone else?

Bye-Bye 2300 MHz 


2300 MHz Band Reallocated Without Consultin 
Amateurs 


The 2000-page omnibus budget resolution, passed by 
congress and signed by the President, contained this bad 
news for Amateur Radio. Our 2305-2310 MHz band is to be 
sold to the highest bidder. Since Congress did this directly 
without consulting FCC or ARRL, there was absolutely no 
input from Radio Amateurs. The only way we can reverse 
this (and protect our other bands from similar actions) is to 
mount a massive campaign to contact every congress person 
immediately after the election and before congress goes into 
session in January. Here is the language of the bill: 


TITLE III -- SPECTRUM PROVISIONS 
SEC 3001. COMPETITIVE BIDDING FOR SPECTRUM 


(a) Commission obligation to make additional spectrum 
available. 


The Federal Communications Commission shall -- 


(1) reallocate the use of frequencies at 
2305-2320 megahertz and 2345-2360 megahertz to 
wireless services that are consistent with 
international agreement concerning spectrum 
allocations; and 


(2) assign the use of such frequencies by 
competitive bidding pursuant to section 309(j) 
of eA ea aa Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. 
309(j)). 


(b) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS -- In making the bands of 
frequencies described in subsection (a) available for 
competitive bidding, the Commission shall -- 


(1) seek to promote the most efficient use of 
the spectrum; and 


(2) take into account the needs of public 
safety radio services.
